Of course there 
may be causes for a just war; and the time 
may come when our national honor will 
ompel us to force England to tbe last 
rbitrnment. But it must be the last arbi; 
rament. All other .remedies and com- 
remises must'be exhausted. 
It is to the glory of Mr. Fish that in 
ur dealings with England he has always 
ooked to peace, while, at the same time, 
yielding no jot nor tittle of the national 
jonor. His first dispatch to Mr. Motley 
was clear, precise and unmistakable, nnd 
met the approval of the country. The 
irinoipleu announced in that dispatch 
jave controlled our diplomacy, and they 
ind full fruition iu the willingness to 
reat upon the basis announced yesterday 
to the English Parliament by the Queen 
and to Oongrefls by the President. 


The preouo nature of the duties aesign- 


id to the commission are of course un- 
known. There is the disputed question 
f the right of England to recoguuo liel- 
igeienoy. English writers contend that 
the recognition "of belligerency is po- 
uliaily a domestic right, the exorcise of 
which cannot be questioned by any for- 
ign power. Whether England or Amer- 
ca makes any concessions on this point 
wo do not know. 
At the same time, it 


tnkes us as a political sentiment which 
need not have any practical effect upon 
be negotiations. If that point should be 
encoded by England, the real question is 
undisturbed. 
Let England inako all poe- 


ible concessions as to her error in this 
recognition, and we have yet to enter up* 


the real question of the " Alabama 


ilaims." 


What will rejoice every citizen is the 


lispoaition to peace shown by both coun- 
ties. The Administration has won a vic- 
ory in bringing England to acknowledge 
be necessity o! negotiation. There is'u6 
aube for way. 80 long as these issues re- 
main open, subject to tho irritation of lo- 
sal politics, there will ever bo heart-burn- 
ngs and bitterness.

IN THE MABSACHUBETIS BTATK PRISON— 


THE PRISONERS 1IAVE A UVEKAKY EN 
TERTAINMENT—A CUKIOU9 AUDLE1SCE 
ENTHUSIASTIC CULPRITS. 


From tbe New York Tribune. 


BOSTON, Jan. 80—Two years ago Mr. 


Theodore Tilton oame to Boston, and 8«t 
our national iniquities before us, in a Ly- 
ceum lecture. 
Among other things he 


drew a picture, aa pathetic aa mistaken, ol 
prison discipline, not knowing that we 
lave changed all that here in Maagnechn- 
setta, and made of the State Prison a homo 
nore comfortable than some of its in- 
Inmates have ever seen before, or perhaps 
are likely to se« again. por the last three 
winters, courses ot lectures have been giv- 
en there which it ,was well worth while to 
hear. 
The State Prison, like a certain 


Club noted in Boston, has its " Saturday 
Nights." Grace Greenwood has been over 
this winter, to speak there, and Mrs. Liv 
ermore, and that solemn clerical dignitary 
the Rev. P. V. Nasby, and half a dozeu 
other benevolent-minded orators. 
Laal 


Saturday night the attraction was "the 
celebrated elocutionist, Miss Fanny Ed- 
munds," as the advertisements had it. 


If G. P. E. James' ghost were just then 


revisiting the glimpses of the moon, h 
must have rejoiced at the suggestion of 
new idea wherewith to open a ghostly ro- 
mance, beholding three bewildered-lookiu{, 
women-making their way through the sol- 
emn streets ot "CharleetoWn. by gaslight. 
We omitted the horsemen from our pro 
gramme altogether; we should find men 
enough where we wore going—an audi 
ence which always comes to time, am 
never stays away on account of weather 
As we neared the prison, however, we met 
a man. " Which gate;" we asked. " The 
further one if you arc going to the Ice 
ture,", wo but meekly obeyed his inNtroo 
tions. Presently we found ourselves in 
the great hall or guard-room, round which 
tho cells are ranged, story above story. In 
the center o! this hall hangs an immense 
chandolier which looks as it it might hav< 
been the departing bequest of some con 
yerted theater. Beneath thin o handeher 
is a round stand for growing plants on an 
equally gigantic scale. I do not know 
whether some man who killed his great 
aunt .tends these dainty nurslings, anc 
keeps their leaves bright and their roots 
warm. At any rate they flourish in the 
midst of the great stone guard room, aa if 
they were at home. 


We were received and courteously en- 


tertained by Warden Haincs, and conduct- 
ed into bis little ofhce on the left, warm 
and bright, and offering for our entertain- 
ment a somewhat singular cabinet of cur 
iosities. Not coins or minerals or pink- 
hearted shells are behind these glaec doore 
but, instead, the knife with which Warden 
Tenney (Mr. Maine's predecessor) was 
killed by a prisoner; a piece of tho rope 
with which Mrs. Surratt was hanged 
horrible glung-shote—which, having taken 
in our hands, .we devoutly prayed a mer 
oiful Providence to avert from our heads 
all aorta of weapons, with all sorts of ghast- 
ly stories attached to them; find, not leas' 
curious, Buoh relics of the old-tune prison 
discipline ns the rings to which the pria 
oners used to be chained when whipped 
and the horrible oat-o'-nine-tailn will 
which the lashes were laid on. The onl, 
punishment now found necessary U BolU 
tary confinement. The men are treated 
as men still, with a future of hope before 
them even yet, and Ml this change ha 
been brought about by the resolute, con 
soie ntioua humanity of the lithe, slender 
dark-eyed man beside UB—Warden Gideon 
Haines. 


At last we were warmed and comforta- 


ble. 
"The celebrated elocutionist" ha< 


taken off her wraps, and emerged, a grace 
ful woman m brown and blue, with crimps 
and furbelows, and jewels, ae if she were 
determined that "her strange audience 
should not be defrauded of one of the 
small prettinesaea which go to make up 
our modern ideas of womanhood. 
Then 


we climbed dirzily up one long, long, slen- 
der stairway after another, aa if we were 
scaling Jack the Giaiit-KOler's bean-stalk, 
till we reached the chapel, which roofi the 
building, as heaven always arches over the 
earth. We were seated on a raised plat- 
form, foomg tbe benches, in which pres- 
ently filed 600 men, escorted ^by their 
guards. The "elocutionist" 'turned over 
her papers. She had read to culture city 
audiences, and to backwoodsmen on West- 
ern praries; but she had never encounter- 
ed quite such a spectacle aa these hungry, 
expectant faces. 
"What shall I readr1"

But, 
ooking again, I saw a few faces *nch as it 
would.be a horror to meet in one's dreams, i 
Fagin wag there, and Bill Sykea, and the 
man who ehot Saddy McOee. One old man, 
with such alook in his hard, crnel eye* a* 
t chills .my blood to: renumber, was there 
or life—for killiag.hisjfrtber, aa we learn- 
ed afterward. Six or seven rows from the 
ront sat a handsome, reckles* looking fel- 
ow, who might have stepped ont'of the 
tray Livingstone novels; and who regarded 
all around him with an ait of loftr con- 
tempt. He sat leaning his head against 
tbe back of his .eat, and'never stirred—a 
haughty captive, greaing again«thi« will 
the triumph of j ustioe. 


In the front row eat a clerical-looking 


personage, the only man in the crowd with 
a white neck-tie, procured heaven know* 
whence. With his high, white forehead, 
his well-cut nose, his thin, flexible, expres- 
ivo lips, and his keen eyes, I fancied him 
to belong in the quiet library, piled high 
with book* for come peaceful rectory. 
There were other intelligent countenances 
here—Lavater would bar* i trusted, and 
made that Fowler would rejoice in. But 
.he majority"were-n*ith*r"the denperate- 
ooking sinners whose'very presence in the 
iniverse seems a horror, nor yet the.inteL- 
igont men who appear so out of place that 
you were' Bure they must have been con- 
victed on false testimony. But far the 
argest number had such weak faces that 
you felt that right or wrong with them

mion.'" This allusion to their schooldays 
appeared to strike gome of them as a gigan- 
tic joke, but the more intelligent doubttaw 
received it aa a compliment, and again 
;hoy all listened. 


The applause at the close, however, 


seemed to me to have a different expres- 
sion than before. It wa* noisy, to be sure, 
but loss heartily enthusiastic. Evidently 
they were willing Lord Marmion should die 
and did not care much whether "Clare or 
injured Constance bathed hii head." ' It 
was time for f me fun, and the next se- 
lection was "Ike Fartington's Composi- 
tion," on the Amciican eagle. This piece 
of waggish drollery roused them to un- 
precedented demonstration.* They inter- 
rupted the reader once or twice with their 
applause, and at the close they fairly 
made the old stone wall* ring. 
Clearly 


fun was the thing they wanted- 
They 


were not insensible to pathos; bnt what 
poetry of woe could match, the long patho* 
of their lives? They wanted to laugh, 
and for the next three quarter* of an hour 
they laughed their fill; aa they listened to 
Hood's "Lost Heir," to selections from 
Widow Bodott, and finely lo as felicitous 
a piece of Yankee humor aa it hag ever 
been my fortune to bear, an old woman'* 
story of hat new minister and how he 
fared in his parish. 


There were a few countenance* which 


never once lighted up—a lew of those des- 
perate faces which God, it seemed, must 
have forsaken and man would tain forget. 
Also the Guy Livingstone cavalier, with 
his dark eyes, kept unmoved the impassive 
scorn on his-reckless, handsome face; bn 
the white-chokered Episcopal dignatar 
laughed with the heartiest of them, and ] 
think "the celebrated elocutionist" wil 
never have a more complete success than 
that to which stamp and cheer and clap- 
ping hands testified as she bowed her 
good night. While the audience departed 
still under tbe escort of their annei 
guards, we talked them over a little with 
tho Warden., "For what scholarly offense 
did that' clerical-looking gentleman in 
the front row find hi* way here?' 
we asked. "For breaking and entering,' 
was the laconic raply. Of course it mns 
huvo been in tbe pursuit of sermons; ani 
who that hasha'd twice fifty-two to writ 
in the course of a year would severely 
condemn him? '.'And that handsome, dark 
eyed man," we addad, "who would no 
laugh?" ''Oh, he stole 'hia nncl'es bonds 
He was from one of the first families'in 
Massachusetts. He graduated at Harvard 
and stood A 1 in bis class the first twti 
years. Then he grew dissipated, fell into 
all sorts of extravagances, and brought U] 
here; but he doesn't relish his company.' 
"Are they allowed to talk to each other?' 
we inquired. " Ob, no, it is agains 
the rule; but on occasions like this 
•we give them a little' license." " Bat 
they seem to have their attachments. Sev 
oral of them sat-with wi orm over their 
neighbor's, shoulders.

to see some of my specimens. I sent for a 
clear-eyed, smiling fellow, with'a well 
shaped'bead,'and

The PhiladelpEia papers give farther

An Important Decision. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 12. 


Tho Supreme Court in the case of 


Hempstead v». Chicago and Alton R. R., 
of Illinois, has decided that Railway 
Companies cannot be compelled to deliver 
freight beyond the terminus of their 
track, and cannot require a shipper to put 
bis grain in bags, barrels or other pack- 
ages, since they do in. fact hold them- 
selves as camera of grain in bulk by act- 
ing iu that capacity. 
There are some 


obiter dicta in the opinion, the implica- 
tion of which is that a railway company is 
at liberty to deliver to a warehouse of 
their own selection any grain not especi- 
ally consigned to any other warehouse on 
its line. The effect of this would be to 
deny to the owner of grain the right to 
receive it on" the track and remove it with- 
in a reasonable time. 
The opinion of the 


court does not touoh upon the right of any 
warehouse man or any other authority to 
mix tho grain with the property of other 
shippers or consignees. 


In the case of Hempstead vs. Chicago 


and Northwestern Railroad, in the same 
court, the contracts between the North- 
western Company and certain elevator 
proprietors, by which the company agree 
to deliver all grain brought to the city 
over their lines to said elevators, are de- 
clared void

The express train was 
lured to destruction by a false signal, for 
which the parsimony of the company was 
directly responsible. The signal post on 
which the lights hung at night stood at the 
draw until thia winter, and a watchman 
had always been on duty at that point 
with instructions to mind the bridge and 
signal trains. Two months ago, for the 
sake of economy, this watch was removed, 
and tbe pare of the bridge was added to 
tbe duties of the man at the water tank 
nearly one-quarter of a mile below, and 
trains were to be flagged from tlie tank in- 
stead of the bridge. At night a white 
light, indicating all right, was permanently 
hanging at the post, §eveuty roda from the 
nearest watchman. If the signal man had 
been within reach of bis signal when he 
ought to have been, he could probably 
have shown the red light in time to avoid 
the disaster. 


The East river was completely bridged 


over this afternoon. The cause of thb 
unusual occurrence was an immense cake 
of ice'which floated down with the tide, 
and for some time became blocked up be- 
tween this city and Long Island shore. 
Thousands of adventurous persons eeized 
the oppoatunity to cross over from the 
foot of Market and Catharine streets to 
Bridge and Fulton streets, Brooklyn. Sud- 
denly au ominous rumbling was heard, 
and tbe large mass of ice became detached 
and began slowly moving out to sea, 
while huge fissures were observed shore- 
wards, A general stampede ensued, and 
all, with, the exception of twenty boys 
reached the shore in safety. Those who 
were left on the ice saw themselves drift- 
ing out to sea and became 
fearfully 


alarmed and shouted loudly for help. 
Their cries .attracted attention from the 
shore and a boat from the navy yard and 
police boat put out to rescue the boys. 
They were all saved and taken out. 


Nine hundred and forty-four emigrants

Neither 
Mr. Sloan nor Mr. Cook being preient at 
the ti mo, Sidney Kelsey, local of the Re- 
publican, was chosen as an additional Sec- 
retary. 


The Chairman plated th»t the object of 


the meeting was to devise means whereby 
a railroad connection might be made with 
tho oil regions. There were others in the 
meeting, ho said, who could state this bet- 
tor thau he could. He was glad to see so 
large a number of citizens present, and 
hoped care would be exercised. Let us 
select no men to Ret for us who are con- 
nected with any "ring." He believed we 
could raise money enough ourselves to 
build tho road, believing that it wouli not 
cost over £400,000. 


Ool. Curtis being called for, responded 


in an address brief and to the point. 
He 


felt deeply impressed with the procedure 
attempted. Every one must know that if 
we are going to build a city at all, we 
must avail ourselves of the advantages 
within onr reach. 
All other cities had 


taken advantages of their capital to build 
np trade, we should tnko advantage of our 
capital in tho tame manner. 
We have 


great 
natural advantages, but 
if we 


do not bestir ourselves and employ our 
means and energy, our natural advantages 
will avail us nothing. 
It was formerly 


considered that Venarjgo and the region 
around about wore of no importance to us. 
Cleveland. Buffalo and Chicago and all 
large cities depend on the country around 
them and wo must do 
the 
same. 


While onr city has been inactive, other 
cities have "gone for" tho trade. Cleve- 
land and Buffalo have "gone for" it; Dun- 
kirk is going for it by building a road to 
connect with the Franklin & Warren 
Road 51 miles in length, for the purpoie 
of opening trade in that direction. It is 
worth our while to exert ourselves—have 
wo any interest in that trade ? Some may 
say we hare a route to tho oil legions by 
way of Union and Corry on the P. & E. 
roads. This U eo, but it is for onr interest 
to have a cheaper route to the oil regions. 
Cleveland has a line by which it is said 
oil can bo obtained in this city about as 
cheap as ii can be obtained by way of 
Corry. Like the boys and tho frogs in 
the iuble, tins may be sport for Cleveland, 
tbe bo>£, but it 19 death for us, the frogc.

ind perfectly trustworthy test. We quote: 
;The taking of the specific gravity is 
worthless, because the adulteration by the 
ighter naptha can be disguised by tho ad 
dition of a heavy oil. The color and odor 
are also not to bo relied upon. The only 
reliable test in tho temperature of the flat fa- 
ng point; that i», the temperature at which 
;he petroleum tukes fire when a burn- 
ng 
match is applied to its surface. 


This test bar. be easily applied. 
luto 


a fiat dish or saucer, pour tho oil to be 
;ried, until it is at least half an inch deep; 
Jien hold a burning match or taper near 
tho surface. At the point of contact the 
combustion is often very lively, as the ta- 
per draws up some of the liquid, but if 
the petroleum ^be safe and 
frea from 


naptha, the flnme does not spread over the 
surface. If the petroleum has been adul- 
terated, as soon as the match touches the 
surface a bluo lambent ilame rushes across 
.t, and in a few moments the body of the 
oJ will be on fire. Such an oil is danger- 
ous—liable to explode in lamps, and to 
givo off inflammable vapors at all times. 
Any oil which takes fire when a match is 
aeld near us surface, and continues to 
sum, ought to bo condemned at onco and 
thrown into the streets. We lay some 
stress upon this experiment, because we 
lavo actually soen a country merchant 
pour petroleum into 
a 
saucer and 


ignite it in this way-as a proof that it waa 
not dangerous. 


There is no doubt whatsoever that ail oi 


the accidents can be traced to adulterated 
and worthless petroleum. The pure article 
never explodts in lamps, even when they 
,aro filled at night, with a candle by their 
side; but it is never safe to try th.it exper- 
iment, as^we cannot rely upon tho quality 
of the oil we buy. The sale of petroleum 
containing naptha ought to be stopped.at 
all hazard, and if a police officer were de- 
tailed to walk up and down before the 
store to warn all customers of danger, and 
the namea of tho iniquitous tradesmen 
were to be publicly posted, and heavy 
Bnes were to be imposed, the grout loss of
